GENTLEMEN, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  second  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1922,  on  the  Health  Administration  of  the  County, 

Birth  Rate:  This  was  18'9  for  the  whole  county  com- 
pared with  20'6  for  England  and  Wales. 

Death  Rate : This  was  137  for  the  wholo  county  com- 
pared with  12'9  for  England  and  Wales. 

Particulars  of  the  causes  of  death  are  given  on  Pago  8 ; 
the  largest  number  of  deaths  occurred  from  Diseases  of  the 
Circulatory  System  followed  closely  by  Diseases  of  the  Res- 
piratory System  (other  than  Phthisis)  ; Tuberculosis,  Infect- 
ious Disease,  (other  than  Tuberculosis)  and  Cancer  were 
responsible  for  nearly  one  quartor  of  the  total  doaths. 

Infantile  Mortality  Rate  : This  was  73  per  1000  births 
for  the  whole  county  compared  with  77  for  England  & W ales. 

More  accurate  comparison  can  be  made  for  figures  cov- 
ering a five  yearly  period,  particulars  are  given  in  page  9. 
The  percentage  of  infants  artificially  fed  is  much  too  high  viz  : 
33%,  the  largo  majority  should  be  breast-fed.  There  are  still 
areas  in  Radnorshire  where  there  is  great  difficulty  in  obtain- 
ing the  services  of  a midwife  (page  15.) 

Infectious  Diseases : There  can  be  no  doubt  that 
Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  have  spread  in  tho  county,  i 
through  inadequate  Isolation  Hospital  accommodation  ; this  | 
matter  was  discussed  in  pages  21 — 23  Annual  Report  for  1921 
and  is  referred  to  in  the  present  Report  on  page  .19.  P onomy 
can  only  bo  effected  through  co-operation  between  Use  various 
Sanitary  Authorities ; unfortunately  thero  is  very  little  done  in  I 
this  direction. 

Smallpox  : This  disease  is  referred  to  on  pago  18,  there 
were  no  cases  in  the  county  during  the  year,  but  there  is  con- 
siderable risk  of  the  disease  spending  from  other  districts, 
where  tho  disease  has  boon  prevalent  owing  to  the  action 
of  anti-vaccination  cranks  ; Gloucester  is  a good  example-  i 
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N'ot  half  of  the  infants  aro  being  vaccinated,  and  apart 
from  the  inconvenience  an  outbreak  of  Smallpox  would 
rmise,  there  would  be  a considerable  monetary  loss  ; it  is 
therefore  necessary  that  all  persons  not  vaccinated  or  re- 
vaccinated within  the  last  ten  years  should  bo  vaccinated 
without  delay. 

Tuberculosis  : Full  particulars  are  given  in  pages  19 

to  27. 

From  enquiries  made  by  the  Nurses,  it  is  ovident  that 
efficient  precautions  are  not  taken  in  regard  to  the  preven- 
tion of  the  spread  of  ! he  disease;  this  specially  applies  to 
i hit  ion  and  disposal  of  Sputum. 

It  was  ascertained  that  of  the  74  cases  of  Phthisis  in- 
■ ligated,  all  had  resided  in  Radnor,  hire  and  contracted  the 
the  disease  in  the  County,  with  the  exception  of  6 males  who 
h id  lived  in  Birmingham,  Bristol,  Talgarth,  Swansea,  Tredegar 
aid  near  Swansea  (ex-army),  and  3 females  who  resided  in 
iVterchurch  (Herefordshire),  Cardiff,  and  Penarth. 

I referred  to  Food  and  Housing  in  my  last  Annual 
>hq>ort  there  is  !1  a pressing  need  for  additional  hou.  es  for 
,!-n  working  classes  with  3 bedrooms  (seepages  21  and  31).

The  total  number  of  births  registered  in  the  County 
during  1922  after  due  correction  was  413  compared  with  443  in 
1921 ; the  rate  was  13'9  per  1000  compared  with  20'5  for  1921.. 

Of  the  413  births  (208  males  and  205  females)  ; 107 
(53  males  and  54  females)  occurred  in  the  Urban  and  306  (155 
males  and  151  females)  in  the  Rural  districts.

The  total  number  of  Deaths  which  occurred  in  tho 
county,  after  due  correction  for  residents  and  non-residents, 
was  300  compared  with  256  in  1921  ; tho  rate  was  137  per  1000 
compared  with  11‘8  for  1921.  Of  the  300  deaths,  76  (37  males 
md  39  females)  occurred  in  the  urban  districts,  and  224  (122 
males  and  102  females)  in  the  rural  districts.

equal  to  a rate  of  71  per  1000  births,  and  3 deaths  out 
' 5 ‘'legitimate  births  equal  to  a rate  of  91  per  1000  births. 
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Of  the  30  deaths,  15  were  classified  under  the  heading 
Congenital  Debility  and  Malformation,  Premature  Birth  ; ono 
occurred  from  Whooping  Cough,  one  from  Bronchitis,  five  from 
Pneumonia,  four  from  Diarrhoea,  and  four  from  other  causes. 

The  death-rate  per  1000  births  from  Diarrhoea  and 
Enteritis  under  the  age  of  2 years  was  9'7  compared  with 
a rate  of  6'2  for  England  and  Wales  ; the  four  deaths 
occurred  in  the  Rural  Districts  viz  : — Colwyn  1,  Knighton  2, 
and  Rhayador  1. 

Enquiries  were  made  by  the  nurses  in  regard  to  18  deaths 
under  one  year.  Of  4 deaths  in  the  Urban  Districts,  two  male 
twins,  (Premature  born,)  only  lived  2 or  3 days  ; a femalo  with 
Spina  Bifida  died  after  3 days.  The  death  occurred  ot  a full 
time  child  from  Asphixia,  3 days  after  birth  ; the  infant  was 
found  dead  in  bed. 

Of  deaths  investigated  in  the  Rural  Districts,  12  were  in 
connection  with  legitimate  and  2 illegitimate  infants.  The

All  the  infants  wero  full-time  except  the  two  referred  to. 
The  mother  of  the  infant  with  Meningitis  died  weeks  after 
the  infant  was  born. 

Of  the  two  illegitimate  infants,  a male  (full-time)  died 
at  the  age  of  34  days  from  Marasmus,  it  was  fed  on  cows’  milk. 
Tho  other  infant  (femalo)  was  Premature  (8  months)  and  died 
at  the  age  of  40  days  ; it  was  fed  on  cows’  milk.

\Notification  of  Births. — During  1922  the  number  of 
'hr tbs  no  the d was  418  (alive  40G,  still  12)  ; of  these  282  were 
'■'•tiiied  by  midwives,  85  by  Doctors,  6 by  parents,  and  8 by 
mdy-women.  Altogether  91  per  cent  were  notified. 

In  case  of  non-notification,  as  ascertained  from  the  Dis- 
' ru  t Registrars,  a communication  is  sent  to  tho  father  and  also 
' • the  Doctor  atnl  midwife  in  attendance,  drawing  attention  to 
1,0  provisions  of  the  Notification  of  Births  Act. 

Health  Visiting. — Tho  whole  of  tho  County  is  now 
v.-rod  for  this  purpose.

The  percentage  of  infants  artificially  fed  is  much  too 


high,  and  there  will  not  be  a satisfactory  diminuation  in  in- 
fantile mortality  until  the  large  proportion  of  infants  are 
breast-fed. 

Breast-feeding  was  given  in  24  cases  for  tho  following 
periods  and  afterwards  artificial  feeding  was  adopted  : — 

1-2  months.  2-3  3-4  4-5  5-6  months.

The  reasons  given  for  artificial  feeding  were  in  69  cases 
insufficient  supply  of  mother’s  milk  ; in  fourtcon  cases  ill- 
health  of  mother  ; in  23  instances  by  doctors’  ordors  ; in  6 in- 
stances tho  mothers  had  to  go  out  to  work  ; in  1 case  depress- 
ed nipples;  in  another  the  mother  died;  in  4 ca  . s no  roason 
was  given. 

Even  where  there  is  insufficient  broast  milk  it  should  bo 
given  and  should  bo  supplemented  by  cows’  milk.

In  tho  majority  of  cases  milk  was  used. 
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Tho  kind  of  feeding  botllo  used  is  vory  important  and 
•/. .filiation  was  obtained  in  138  cases.  In  93  a boat-shaped 
• :i(»  with  short  tube  was  used;  in  24  a bottle  with  a long 
' and  in  one  case  a boat-shaped  bottle  with  a long  tube. 
...  bottles  with  long  indiarubbor  tubes  are  most  difficult  to 
p clean  and  should  never  be  used. 

The  nurses  ascertained  that  42  infants  were  provided 
’h  “comforters”  ; these  are  a frequent  source  of  dyspepsia 
1 other  troubles.  In  connection  with  345  infants  it  was 
■ rt  lined  that  267  (the  largo  majority)  slept  with  tho  mother 
:ul  only  78  in  a cot. 

The  danger  of  overlaying  through  the  infants  sleeping 
::h  their  mothers  is  well-known,  and  death  occurs  through 
pliixia. 

In  connection  with  19  infants  the  clothing  was  unsat- 
f wtory.  Infants  were  not  taken  out  in  the  fresh  air  and  the 
:ns  were  not  properly  ventilated  by  open  windows  in  34  cases. 

In  81  cases  there  was  insufficient  light  and  ventilation 
. the  home  ; 83  houses  were  damp  ; 51  houses  were  dirty,  and 
i'J  there  were  other  insanitary  conditions.

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In  regard  to  school  children  ; Certificates,  in  rogard  to 
attendance  of  the  patient  and  contacts  at  school,  should  bo 
given  by  the  District  Medical  Officer  of  Iioalth. 

Neglect  of  the  above  precautions  may  bo  the  means  of 
the  disease  spreading  to  surrounding  districts. 

Pleasure  Fairs:  It  is  very  important  that  an  inspect- 
ion should  be  made  of  the  living  vans  in  connection  with  theso 
fairs,  and  a visit  from  the  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  Sanitary  Inspector  is  very  desirable,  there  is  always  the 
possibility  of  infectious  disease  (including  Smallpox)  being 
conveyed  to  a district.  In  the  absence  of  bye-laws  in  regard 
to  tents  and  vans,  arrangements  should  be  rnado  in  regard  to 
latrines,  water  supply,  refuse,  etc. 

Smallpox : On  page  20,  Annual  Report  for  1921,  I re- 
ferred to  danger  of  this  disease  spreading  to  tho  county  from 
surrounding  districts.  Cases  have  recently  occurred  in 
Hereford  and  Gloucester  ; I would  strongly  adviso  all 
those  who  have  not  been  vaccinated  within  tho  past  ten  years 
to  avail  themselves  of  this  protection  without  delay,  and  in 
addition  similar  arrangements  should  be  made  in  regard  to 
children. 

I gavo  particulars,  in  pages  10  and  11  of  my  Annual 
School  Report  for  1922,  in  regard  to  non-vaccination  of  child- 
ren aged  5 to  7 years,  who  were  examined  ; 47%  of  boys  and 
52%  of  tho  girls  were  not  vaccinated. 

Measles:  This  disease  was  not  prevalent  hiring  the 
year  and  there  were  no  deaths. 

Whooping  Cough : This  disease  was  prevalent  in  tho 
parishes  of  Beguildy,  St.  Harmon’s,  Abboycwmhir,  and  tho 
North  West  part  of  Rhayader  during  tho  last  quarter  of  the 
year  and  in  December  in  West  Llanbister  and  East  Llannano. 
There  were  3 deaths  of  males  in  tho  Rhayader  Rural  District 
at  the  ago  periods  0-10  and  5-15  years. 

Influenza:  This  disease  was  in  epidemic  form  during 
tho  first  quarter  of  the  year  over  the  greator  part  of  tho 
County,  and  31  schools  were  closed,  Doaflots  wore  finely 
distributed  to  all  the  : chools  including  secondary  and  private. 

Twenty-one  do:  hs  occurred;  4 (2  males  and  2 females) 
in  the  Urban  Districts  and  17  (13  males  and  4 females)  in  tho 
Rural  Districts.  Particulars  with  regard  to  ago  periods  are 
given  in  Table  II,  Appendix.

Prevention  and  Treatment:  The  large  majority  of  the 
cases  are  visited  and  re-visited  by  the  School  Nurses  and  in- 
structions given  in  regard  to  isolation,  disposal  of  sputum, 
open  windows  and  u her  matters.  Up  to  the  ond  of  1922,  en- 
quiries were  made  by  the  nurses  regarding  74  cases  of  Phthisis

In  73  houses  the  windows  wero  mado  to  open  and  in  3 
cases  could  not  be  opened. 

The  windows  wero  open  in  71  houses.  The  sanitary 
condition  of  the  home  was  stated  to  be  satisfactory  in  36 
houses,  in  15  fair,  and  in  4 bad. 

Isolation:  Forty-six  patients  had  a separate  bedroom 
and  of  the  remaining  cases  16  had  not  a separate  bed. 

Disposal  of  Sputum  : AT  HOME.  In  25  cases  burnt 
and  in  5 received  into  a flask  containing  disinfectant. 

AT  WORK.  In  5 cases  burnt. 

Source  of  Infection.  In  10  cases  the  disease 
developed  during  the  great  war;  In  4 cases  the  probable 
source  was  from  other  members  of  the  family  affected  with 
the  disease  at  home,  and  in  one  case  from  a follow  workman. 
There  had  been  Phthisis  in  5 houses  during  present  tenancy, 
and  in  4 houses  during  previous  tenancy. 

Financial  Circumstances : Five  persons  sufforrd  from 
habitual  privation,  and  2 were  out  of  work. 

Prevention  and  Treatment : I mentioned  in  page  25 
of  my  Annual  Report  for  1921,  that  a Tuberculosis  Register 
was  kept  at  the  Office.  Arrangements  have  been  mado  for 
visits,  and  re-visits,  of  the  nurses  to  the  homes  of  persons 
affocted  with  Tuberculosis,  and  instructions  are  given  in  re- 
gard to  isolation,  disposal  of  sputum,  open  windows  and  other 
matters. 

The  work  of  Tuberculosis  Officer  for  Breconshire  and 
Radnorshire  under  the  Welsh  National  Memorial  Schemo 
is  carried  out  in  an  efficient  manner  by  Dr.  Jordan,  who 
visits  the  following  stations  fortnightly  : — Knighton,  Llan- 
drindod Wells,  New  Radnor  and  Rhayader,  in  addition  Rad- 
norshire cases  arc  seen  at  the  stations  at  Builth  Wells  and 
Hay  ; patients  in  other  districts  are  also  seen  from  time  to 
time.  Particulars  are  given  in  the  tables,  which  follow. 


From  pages  11  and  17,  Report  for  1921,  it  will  be  seen 
that  in  somo  sanitary  areas  thoro  are  very  few  notifications  ; 
it  is  most  important  that  the  disease  should  ho  diagnosed  at 
an  oarly  stage,  and  where  thoro  is  any  difficulty  the  opinion 
of  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  can  bo  obtained.

Prevention:  No  Lectures  were  held  during  the  year. 

' articulars  in  regard  to  these  diseases  were  given  in  pages 
9 and  31,  Annual  Report  for  1921. 

Treatment : Arrangements  have  been  made  for  treat- 
•u  ut  of  both  soxos  at  tho  Herefordshire  General  Hospital  on 
' ednesdays  from  12  noon  till  1 p.m.  and  on  Saturdays  from  5 
So  7 p.m. 

Whore  thoro  are  difficulties  on  account  of  affected  per- 
' V " 'lcing  unable  to  pay  their  railway  fare,  the  fares  may  bo 
. -.'M;y  tho  County  Council.  A grant  of  75%  is  received  from 
1,0  Ministry  of  Health  towards  the  cost  of  prevention  and 

treatment. 
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In  1922  ono  perse  as  treated  at  the  Iloroford  Gon- 
cral  Hospital  for  Syphilis,  and  another  person  for  a disease 
other  than  Venereal ; altogether  10  attendances  wore  made 
at  the  clinic  and  8 doses  of  Salvarsan  were  injected.  It  is  most 
important  that  lectures  should  be  given  on  the  Prevention  of 
Venereal  Diseases  ; those  given  in  1921  were  much  appre- 
ciated and  I was  requested  to  arrange  for  lectures  to  women 
as  well  as  men. 

CANCER. 

There  were  22  deaths  under  the  heading  Cancer  and  Mal- 
ignant Disease  ; 4 deaths  (2  males,  2 females)  occurred  in  the 
urban  and  18  (7  males,  11  females)  in  the  rural  districts.  The 
rates  per  1000  of  the  population  are  as  follows  : —

BACTERIOLOGICAL  WORK. 

Soven  throat  swabs  were  examinod  by  the  Clinical 
Research  Association,  London,  for  tho  presenco  of  Diphtheria 
bacilli  and  were  found  in  3 cases. 

Two  specimens  were  sent  to  tho  Bacteriological  Depart- 
ment of  the  University  of  Birmingham  for  examination  for 
the  Wasserman  t<  st  for  Syphilis,  and  ono  was  positive.  Another 
specimen  examinod  for  Spirochetes  was  negative. 

Two  samples  of  water  wore  examined  bacteriologically 
by  tho  Clinical  Research  Association,  ono  was  satisfactory 
and  tho  other  sarnplo  showod  ovidonco  of  pollution.

Particulars  wore  given  in  page  34,  Annual  F-r  rt  for 
1921,  of  the  number  of  these  promises  in  the  varir  as  s unitary 
districts  of  the  County,  also  an  account  of  reports  by  the  Dis- 
trict Medical  Officers  of  Health  on  cowsheds,  dairies  arid 
milkshops. 


The  Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act  If  hr.  which 
would  have  had  an  important  effoct  in  raising  the  standard  of 
cloanliness  of  milk  and  which  also  dealt  with  Tab  -rculosis  of 
the  cow,  has  beon  postponed  until  the  1st  of  September.  1915. 

Tho  Milk  and  Dairies  Amendment  Act  of  1922.  provides 
under  Section  3 for  the  issuing  of  licences  as  follows  : — 


1.  By  County  and  County  Borough  Councils  (am:  in  certain 

circumstances  by  Urban  and  Rural  District  Com. oils)  to 
producers  of  “Grade  A”  milk. 

2.  By  Sanitary  Authorities  to  : — 

(a)  Distributors  of  “Certified  Milk.” 

{b)  Distributors  of  “Grade  A”  milk  including  Grade  A 
(Tuberculin  Tosted)  and  Grade  A (Pasteurised). 

(c)  Distributors  of  “Pastourised  Milk,” 


Circulars  356  and  362  have  boon  issued  by  the  Ministry; 
of  Health  to  the  Authorities  concerned  explanatory  of  the 
powers  and  duties  under  Section  3. 


County  Councils  deal  with  licences  to  sell  "Grade  A 
milk.  Paragraph  4 of  tho  Order  issued  by  the  Minis- 
try of  Health  is  : “Subject  to  tho  provisions  of  the  Order 

and  without  prejudice  to  tho  power  to  grant  licences  con- 
ferred on  tho  Minister  by  Section  3 (1)  of  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  (Amendment)  Act  1922,  every  County  Council  and 
County  Borough  Council  is  hereby  authorised  to  grant 
licences  to  producers  to  sell  milk  as  “Grade  A."  Provided 
that  in  any  cases  in  which  the  minister  is  satisfied  that.  :1 
County  Council  are  unwilling  or  do  not  propose  to  exercise 
in  any  District  the  power  of  granting  liconces  hereby  con- 
ferred on  them,  the  minister  may  authorise  the  District 
Council  to  grant  such  licences  in  place  of  the  County 
Council”. 
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At  a mooting  of  your  Public  Health  and  Housing 
; mmittee  hold  on  January  12th,  1923,  it  was  decided  to 
r immond  that  the  Council  do  not  exercise  the  powers 
.ranting  licences  conferred  on  them  by  Section  3,  but 
vo  the  matter  to  the  other  parties  concerned. 

It  is  important  that  cows  should  bo  tested  with  the 
' rculin  test,  and  the  cows  which  re-act  should  bo  excluded 
i the  herd.  In  at  least  one  case  this  has  been  carried  out 
! none  of  the  cows  re-acted  ; this  result  is  very  satisfact- 
A good  deal  of  infection  in  regard  to  cases  of  Non- 
p ■nonary  Tuberculosis  is  derived  from  cows’  milk. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Mr.  D.  Th<  nos,  Agricultural 
- miser  for  Radnorshire,  classes  are  hold  in  Dairying  and 
■.ruction  given  in  regard  to  cleanliness  in  milking  ; this  ini- 
nation  should  prove  very  valuable. 

MEAT  INSPECTION. 

There  is  no  Public  Slaughter  House  in  the  County,  but 
provision  of  such  a building  is  under  consideration  by  the 
. Grinded  Wells  Urban  District  Council. 

I referred  to  Private  Slaughter  Houses  in  pages  31  and 
. Vnuual  Report  for  1921.  Reference  was  also  made  to  the 

•nee  of  information  in  the  reports  of  the  District  Medical 
•rs  of  Health  and  Sanitary  Inspectors,  in  regard  to  nn- 
- ! carcases,  including  those  condemned  on  account  of 
rculosis. 

HOUSING. 

Additional  houses  for  the  working  classes  are  needed, 

■ vi  illy  in  the  throo  Urban  Districts  and  in  Rhayader.  In- 
itimi  in  regard  to  this  matter  was  given  in  pages  35  & 36 
Mtal  Report  for  1921. 

One  of  tho  causes  of  consumption  is  bad  housing. 

Dr.  Milner  in  his  Annual  Report  for  Presteigne  men- 
" Cuit  two  houses  in  Presteigne  have  been  closed  as  unfit 
habitation  and,  ho  understands,  have  been  re-occupied 

II  permission,  and  without  a certificate  that  the  repairs 
I for  in  the  notice  have  been  carried  out.  A complete 

1 ’ ry  survoy  of  the  District  has  been  arranged  for. 

Dr.  Black  Jones  in  his  Annual  Report  for  tho  Colwyn 
■ J District  Council  mentions  that  2 houses  have  been 
" rt-’d  fit  for  habitation  in  consequence  of  informal  action. 

In  the  Annual  Report  of  Dr.  Fawsett  for  the  Now  Rad- 
mral  District  Council,  there  are  no  special  comments  in 
r,>  to  Housing, 
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Dr.  Ilinckos,  M.O.H.  for  Painscastlo  Dural  District  ro- 
fers  to  28  houses  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  during 
the  year,  in  connection  with  which  6 notices  were  given. 

At  the  time  of  writing  the  reports  of  the  Medical  Offi- 
cers of  Health  for  Llandrindod  Wells,  Knighton  U.D.C., 
Knighton  R.D.C.,  and  Rhayader  R.D.C.  had  not  been  received. 

It  would  bo  a great  advantage  if  the  particulars  askod 
for  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  regard  to  Housing  wero  given. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Mention  is  made  in  the  Report  of  tho  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  Now  Radnor  Rural  District  that  a now  source  of 
supply  has  been  obtained  for  Evenjobb. 

A new  sourco  of  supply  of  water  for  Ilowey,  in  the  Col- 
wyn  Rural  District,  is  under  consideration. 

SEWERAGE. 

This  matter  has  been  referred  to  in  previous  Re- 
ports, there  has  been  no  new  work  during  tho  yoar. 

MENTAL  DEFICIENCY,  1913. 

Ascertainment  of  Defectives. — In  a circular  lotter 
from  the  Board  of  Control  dated  25th  September,  1922,  it  was 
pointed  out  that  the  number  of  cases  reportod  was  small 
when  considered  in  relation  to  the  population,  and  it  was  sug- 
gested that  tho  following  sources  of  information  should  bo 
utilised  for  tho  purpose  : Police  and  Poor  Law  Authorities, 
Hospitals,  Dispensaries,  Sanatoria  and  Medical  Practitioners  ; 
Common  Lodging  Houses,  Shelters,  Refuges,  Charitable 
Institutions;  Local  Societies  for  the  benefit  of  Defectives,  for 
the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  and  so  forth  ; Ministers 
of  Religion,  Probation  Officers  and  District  Nurses  and 
Visitors  ; Labour  Exchanges,  Friendly  Societies  and  Work- 
class  organisations  ; and  Insurance  Committees. 

Circular  letters  were  sent  out  to  tho  various  persons 
and  Associations  mentioned  asking  for  information  in  regard 
to  the  four  classes  of  Deficiency  Act  of  1913.  I had  previous- 
ly ascertained  some  of  tho  cases  through  information  supplied 
by  Head  Teachers  of  tho  Elemontary  Schools,  School  Attend- 
ance Officers  and  School  Nurses. 
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As  the  result  of'  the  information  reoeivod,  I visited  a 
].irgo  number  of  persons  and  found  that  a small  proportion  did 
-o', v come  under  the  Act. 

As  a result  of  the  investigation  I have  ascertained 
.v  it  there  are  33  persons,  who  come  within  the  Act,  viz  : 22 
Imbeciles  (15  males,  0 fomalos)  ; 3 Idiots  (females)  and  8 
feebleminded  (5  male,  3 females).
